| your Petitioner could nor be permicred co attach the a (though by him endea- 
youred) towards part of (atisfaion of his damages, i by che ſaid Sir Seckpile 
Crow's malitious __ wich him ; By which, and alſo by tedious ſaices, occalioned by 
his forreign falſe Impriſonment, your ſaid Pecicioner is almoſt ruined. 


Wherefore, Your ſaid Petitioner doth moſt humbly pray, That = Hogours will 
be pleaſed ro call ro Mr. Gar/and(one of the Members of this Honourable Houſe) 
fo: the ſaid Report : And that the ſaid Tarkey Conpay may be prohibiced 
the delivery of thoſe Bonds to Sir Sackyile Crow, which he Sealed to them for 
the performance of Arricles,and the Security which he gaye, not co be diſcharged, 
until he (who frows time to time bath not wanted Advecates) ſhall give ſarisfation 
ro your Petitioner. That your ſaid Petitioner, after ſo mouy years attendance 
on ſeveral Committees,may now at laſt haye Juſtice on, Reparations from, 
the ſaid Sir Sackyi/e Crow, as in your Wiſedoms ſhall ſeem meer,
